Harry  Forman,  longtime  Philadelphia  dealer  and  principal  of  the 
Madison  Mint 

Forman,  a  former  1ASAC  member  and  Philadelphia  coin  dealer 
has  died  at  the  age  of  85. 

Before  becoming  a  professional  numismatist  in  1955,  Forman  was  a 
fruit  vendor.  His  coin  business  grew  with  the  hobby,  and  he  was  eventually 
honored  by  the  ANA  with  its  highest  honor,  the  Farran  Zerbe  Award  for 
Distinguished  Service  in  200 1 

In  1972,  during  the  silver  bar  boom,  he  started  Madison  Mint  It 
was  not  long  afterward  that  he  was  joined  in  business  by  Ruth  Bauer, 
forming  Forman  &  Bauer,  Inc.,  which  is  still  actively  in  business.  Madison 
Mint  produced  hundreds  of  collectible  bars  until  the  early  years  of  this 
century.
